DRESS  CODE  -  BY-LAW  7 

Dress  Code 

(i)  A  member  and  his  male  guests  will  ordinarily  be  expected  to  wear  a  lounge  suit  or  sports 
jacket  with  tailored  slacks,  shirt  and  tie;  for  ladies,  a  standard  of  dress  which  is  recognised  as 
conforming  to  that  for  men  is  expected. 

(ii)  Smart  casual  clothes  may  be  worn  on  Saturday. 

(iii)  Access  to  the  Athletic  Department  in  jogging  and  training  clothes  is  permitted  through  the 
Loading  Dock  using  the  door  provided  for  this  purpose. 

Smart  casual  is  defined  as  follows;  for  gentlemen:  Collared  open-neck  shirt,  long  trousers  (no 
jeans),  shoes  with  socks;  for  ladies:  Blouse  or  shirt,  dress,  skirt,  smart  slacks  (no  jeans),  shoes  (no 
sneakers);  children  under  the  age  of  fourteen  (14)  years  are  exempt  from  these  guidelines. 

Members  whose  dress  not  does  conform  to  the  dress  code  and  who  wish  to  gain  access  to  the 
Athletic  Department  can  do  so  via  the  Loading  Dock  in  Castlereagh  Street.  Members  are 
expected  to  ensure  that  their  guests  are  aware  of  the  dress  code  and  conform  to  it. _ 
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
